MOUNTING 

You can add the tweeter to an existing 
speaker system or incorporate it into a 
custom-buiit system. Two typicai appiications 
are shown - one for a two-way system and 
one for a three-way system. Notice that, by 
seiecting different capacitor vaiues from the 
tabie, you can aiter the tweeter’s iow-end 
crossover point. 

Mount the tweeter so the back edge of the 
tweeter basket is fiush with the front baffie of 
the speaker enciosure. This ensures optimai 
sound dispersion.
